How TACKS AI;E MADK.—Described 


in a few words, the process of making 
tacks is as follows: The iron, as received 
from the rolling mills, is in sheets from 
three inches to twelve inches wide, and 
from three feet to nine feet in length, Ihe 
thickness varying according to tiie kind 
of work into which it is to be made, from 
one-eighth lo one thirty-second of an inch. 
These sheets are all cut in about three 
feet pieces, and by immersion in acid 
cleaned of the hard outside flinty scale. 
They are then chopped into strips of a 
width corresponding to the length of the 
nail or tack required. 


Supposing the tack to bo cut is an 8- 


ounce carpet-tack, the strip of iron, as 
chopped and ready for the machine, 
would be about eleven-sixteenths of an 
inch thick ai>d three feet long.

thrce new shares have been sold, and 12 
transferred (against 10 sold and 21 trans- 
ferred last year). 
There are now 159 


shares held in the Library, but this num- 
ber must be reduced by four that will 
presently be forfeited on account of non 
payment of the last annual assessment. 


In a few cases shares stand registered 


in the name of deceased persons, and in 
quite a number of eases shares are not 
used by the actual owner, but by other 
persons. 
The Board recommends that the 


representativesof deceased persons should 
at once have their shares transferred to 
some one living, and also whenever pos- 
sible that shares be transferred by hold- 
ers who never are there in person, to the 
name of the person who does make use of 
them: believing it to be detrimental to 
the best interests of the Library to have 
shareholders, who take no personal inter- 
est ia it, and to have cut off from a voice 
and a vote at the annual meeting, those 
whose use of the shares is sufficient indi- 
cation of Ihcir interest in the Library. 


The Library now contains 1030 works, 


in 1170 vols., which have cost §888.22, 
an average of about 70 cents per volume, 
the same as last year. 
This is an increase 


of ]25 works, in 128 vols., during the 
year, the average cost of these additions 
is about 07 cents per volume. 
The in- 


crease last year was 208 works, in 343 
volumes.

—The ownership of the property known as

dispute for some time, and has been the cause 
of eoiisiJeiable litigation in our courts. Jona- 
than May claims ownership under tbe last sher- 
iir» deed, and put into the house two men to 
hold possession of the property for him.
